A Request for Manpower 


N this page is the text of a letter from the 

chairman of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, asking further cooperation on the part of 
the people in the Thoroughbred industry toward 
solving the current manpower problem in our 
vital war industries. It touches many of the peo- 
ple engaged in Thoroughbred breeding, and brings 
home to them the immediate obligation to decide 
what men they can deliver. 

To what extent the request has the force of an 
order is not yet clear. Presumably the War Man- 
power Commission will issue a memorandum for 
the use of local United States Employment offices, 
to apprise them of the Government’s policy. 

But, as of the present, Mr. McNutt’s letter rep- 
resents a request for volunteers to help the Gov- 
ernment through its difficult task of restoring 
war plants to their capacity in the production of 
ertiical war materials. 

When the Thoroughbred breeder goes to con- 
sider the question posed for him by the War Man- 
power Commission his first difficulty is his own 
labor shortage. Most Thoroughbred breeding 
farms are also devoted in large measure to essen- 
tial agriculture. Their labor is partly inter- 
changeable, between farming and Thoroughbreds. 
They are operating already with reduced working 
forces, and they face greater difficulties in the 
immediate future. The Government knows this. 

In the meantime Congress considers a national 
service act, to force labor to move where it is most 
needed. The farm bloc and the great labor unions 
argue against it and cite inefficiencies in the han- 
dling of labor and insist that the job can be done 
better without a law than with a law. Labor 
shortages and surpluses are reported in the same 
communities at the same time. 

In the midst of this confusion the people of the 
Turf are called upon to furnish men for the war 
plants. We hope they will not seize the occasion 
to open a debate upon injustices and discrimina- 
tion, but will do their utmost as individuals to 
order their operations so as to furnish whatever

Dear Mr. Estes: 

You are familiar with the current critical 
demand for men to staff our vital war indus- 
tries and the racing industry is cooperating 
with the war effort in the present moratorium 
on racing. I know that the owners and breed- 
ers of race horses throughout the country 
have a vast investment in the breeding and 
development of race horses. In order to pro- 
tect this investment, undoubtedly certain em- 
ployment will continue for the care of the 
animals involved. It is our feeling that such 
necessary care can be continued with older 
men and that the owners and breeders can re- 
lease for war employment the younger men 
presently employed. 

I ask, therefore, that you request the breed- 
ing and training industry to release for other 
employment all males under 46 years of age. 
Arrangements for individual releases and re- 
employment in war industries should be ar- 
ranged through local United States Employ- 
ment Service offices. I know that motivated 
by patriotic motives, you will be happy to 
comply with this request, and in order to ex- 
pedite clearance throughout the industry, I 
am taking the liberty of releasing this letter 
to the press.

Youth Does Not Wither 


HOSE who find in the present adversity a 

jewel regarding the probable increase in 
stamina and soundness resulting from the fact 
that 2-year-olds of 1945 will not be raced too 
early, it seems to this observer, simply like their 
comfort cold. For all the to-do about it, it has 
never been very well demonstrated that ravages 
in the handicap division are the result of too 
much or too early racing of 2-year-olds. 

“Why,” people say, “it stands to reason.” It 
does, in a way, of course, but a good many things 
“stand to reason” in racing that do not stand 
any other way. It is pretty obvious that a horse 
which can run 5% or six furlongs faster than 
any of his contemporaries will win regularly at 
5% or six furlongs if weights remain level. But 
try to square this with the 1944 record of a horse 
named True North. 

It is easily possible to cite instances—Seabiscuit 
and Alsab come particularly to mind—in which 
horses that raced early and late at two went on to 
more prominence than their better sheltered 
brethren, but instances really mean nothing. Rac- 
ing has gone on so long, and so many dizzy things 
have happened in it that “instances” of almost 
anything can be had for the gathering. 

But several years ago California banned 2- 
year-old racing before May 1, with just this in- 
creased soundness in mind; it was tried for only 
one year, and if the California-bred 2-year-olds 
of that season were the better for it, Californians 
did not mention it, which isn’t like them. At 
about the same time a fairly exhaustive study 
was made (and presented in THE BLoop-HorRsE), 
taking one entire crop of 2-year-old starters and 
dividing them into two groups—those which raced 
in January, February, or March, and those which 
did not start until April 1 or later. 

The entire study was published in THE BLoop- 
HorsE of June 25, 1938, but the results briefly 
were these: through their 4-year-old year, the 
509 2-year-olds which ran in the winter had aver- 
aged 37.1 starts, 4.6 wins, $4,455 in earnings; and 
the 1,882 2-year-olds which did not start until 
after April 1 had averaged 28.3 starts, 3.2 wins, 
and $3,234 in earnings. And, as 4-year-olds only, 
the early-raced horses won an average of $1,389 
each, while the later-raced ones averaged only 
$1,026. This is based, not on “instances,” but on 
the entire crop of 1933, counting only those foals 
which raced at two. If anyone wants to work out 
another crop in the same way he is welcome to do 
so, though I can personally assure him he will rue 
the day. 


A Matter of History 


HE recollection here is that it was Santayana 

who said that those who could not remember 
history were doomed to repeat it, and I am afraid 
this is a case in point. Anyone would agree, now, 
that if a horse were not trained until he is four 
years old, he would miss a great many of the 
strains and stresses which result from racing in 
his immature years. But a few seasons ago this 
observer was rooting about in the Keeneland li- 
brary, among some early eighteenth century writ-

ers on the horse, and it developed that horses then 
as now were having splints and bogs and bruises 
and exostoses of one sort or another. The reason 
for this condition, the eighteenth century writers 
agreed, was that people were so confoundedly im- 
patient that they couldn’t wait until a horse was 
six; they had to get to the bottom of him at five 
and in some cases, oh horrors, at four. It stood 
to reason, then as now, that racing a horse too 
early (at four and five) was the cause of his ail- 
ments and unsoundnesses. 


The notion here is that both the eighteenth 
and twentieth centuries are right in a way. 
It’s racing a horse that breaks him down. Let 
him run in a@ level paddock, don’t put weight 
on him, keep his hoofs trimmed evenly, and 
yowll probably have a sound horse as long as 
he lives. 

If you will compare the average racing life of 
horses now and those of the good old days you 
will also have something to wipe your eye. There 
are exceptions, to be sure, but in general horses 
now race at least two or three times as frequently 
as their remote ancestors did. If the objection is 
raised that older horses sometimes ran in four- 
mile heats it must be remembered that it is speed, 
rather than distance, which causes the dangerous 
shocks and strains on tendons and ankles and 
knees. It should not be forgotten that it was not 
until 1877 that anything broke 1:40 for the mile, 
and that the individual miles of the four-mile heat 
races were. often in 1:55 or so, which a modern 
horse could do pulling a high-wheeled sulky. 

What is happening, in large measure, is that a 
considerable number of essentially cheap but fast 
2-year-olds are missing the only period in which 
they can justify their existence, being able to run 
like the devil for three or four furlongs and to do 
little else. Jf such horses are saved, they are lost. 
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Wartime Money 
the Tracks

URING 1944 there were 303 more days of rac- 

ing in the United States than in 1943, repre- 
senting an increase of 19 per cent. Pari-mutuel 
betting in 1944 exceeded the 1943 total by $475,- 
610,496, an increase of 66 per cent. The daily 
average betting throughout the country showed a 
gain of 40 per cent. 

New York’s increase of $125,594,691 in its bet- 
ting total contributed more than any other racing 
center toward inflating the gross betting handle. 
In its daily betting average increase of 45 per 
cent New York racing, however, was below the 
daily average increase of 48 per cent for the 
tracks in the remainder of the country. Outside 
New York the average was $461,610 in 1944, 
$310,540 in 1943. 

California racing, with the reopening of Holly- 
wood Park, showed a daily average betting in- 
crease of 169 per cent over 1943—the greatest 
gain in the country. The figures, though, are not 
especially revealing, because Bay Meadows was 
the only major California track operating in 1948, 
and the Los Angeles tracks, where the betting has 
always been higher than at the northern Cali- 
fornia course, had no racing in 1943. The next 
highest increase in the daily average was Long- 
acres and Playfair in Washington, where wag- 
ering was up 114 per cent in 1944, but the daily 
average handle was slight in comparison with 
those of the major racing centers. 

Garden State Park at Camden, N. J., which op- 
erated a major meeting of 30 days both in 1944 
and 1943, showed an increase in its daily average 
of 61 per cent in 1944, the same as Oaklawn Park, 


1944 
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affording the most solid figures for comparison in 
the high-increase groups. Illinois racing, with an 
increase of over 49 per cent in its daily average 
last year, ranks next to the New Jersey and Ark- 
ansas courses, and ahead of New York. The daily 
average increase of 47 per cent for Ohio race 
tracks was also above the New York figure. 


The small West Virginia courses, which had 
comparable meetings in both years, had an in- 
crease of 34 per cent in their daily average for 
1944, and Kentucky, with almost the same sched- 
ule both years, was up 24 per cent. Maryland 
racing, with the reopening of Laurel Park in 
1944, had an increased betting average of 19 per 
cent. Among the large racing centers, New Eng- 
land, with an increase of only 14 per cent, had the 
least inflated betting in 1944. The early Narra- 
gansett Park meeting, however, reveals an in- 
crease of 78 per cent in the daily average for 
1944, but patronage of New England racing early 
in the season is controlled largely by weather 
conditions. The daily average for the long sum- 
mer meeting at Suffolk Downs was up 36 per cent. 

Figures for Florida racing and for the Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans are based on a compari- 
son of the 1942-1943 season with the 1943-1944 
season, and in the case of Florida it would be 
difficult to make a fair comparison, as only 15 
days.of racing were held there in the 1942-1943 
winter season. 

Most of the pari-mutuel figures in the tabula- 
tion below were obtained from reports of the vari- 
ous state racing commissions. In a few instances 
they were taken from reports furnished by the 
American Totalisator Company or from statistics 
published in Daily Racing Form. In the 1944 bet- 
ting survey released by the Associated Press on 
December 7, with the mutuel totals grouped by 
states only, the grand total for the country was 
given as $1,126,308,645, but the Associated Press 
report did not include figures for the fall Bay 
Meadows and Hollywood Park meetings or the 
late Charles Town meeting. Taxes accruing to 
the various states and municipalities from racing 
in 1944 probably were closer to $60,000,000 than 
the figure of almost $56,000,000 given by the As- 
sociated Press.

Race horse breeding and training officials have 
agreed to release an estimated 3,000 men under 
46 for war work, War Manpower Commissioner 
Paul V. McNutt said today [January 20]. He re- 
ported a pledge of cooperation from five national 
racing associations which have stated that steps 
will be taken to replace these employes by older 
men. The workers to be released are in addition 
to those obliged to turn to other jobs as a result 
of the present moratorium on racing.

THE LEADING TRAINERS 


IVE of the first 12 leading trainers in number 

of winners during 1944 in North America 
now have stables at the Hipodromo de las Amer- 
icas, and the leader of these is the Cuban horse- 
man Leopoldo Sierra, who is being referred to as 
the “Hirsch Jacobs of Mexico.” During the first 
45 days (through January 11) of the 1944-1945 
season at the Mexico City course he topped the 
trainers with 51 winners, and last year, with 77 
winners, was third to Hirsch Jacobs (117) and 
Preston M. Burch (79) on the North American 
list, compiled by Daily Racing Form. 

Sierra is currently training for Carlos Gomez, 
owner of the Cuadra San Luis; Edgardo Meade, 
a Mexican banker; and C. F. Osuna, a member of 
the Mexican congress. Now 35 years old, he be- 
gan his career on the Turf in 1928 at Oriental 
Park near Havana, where he first worked as a 
groom for Lt. Santos Rivero of Cuba, and several 
years later he became trainer of the stable. Ac- 
cording to a press release of the Hipodromo, the 
first winner for Sierra was a horse called Vene- 
zuela, foaled in 1926, and a full brother to the 
Greentree Stable stakes winner Curacao (1929), a 
gelding by Dominant—Maracaibo, by *Spanish 
Prince II. The records, however, fail to indicate 
that Sierra was ever trainer of the oft-claimed 
Venezuela when he won a race. Incidentally, 
Venezuela at one time was a winner for Hirsch 
Jacobs. 

In 1936 and 1937 Sierra took his stable to 
Canada and during this period he trained a mare 
called Thunder Speed, for which he reportedly 
had paid $100. According to the Hipodromo pub- 
licity department, the chestnut daughter of Thun- 
derstorm—Speedy Girl, by Marathon, won 79 
races during her career, but according to records 
of THE BLoop-Horsg, she raced until ten, winning 
12 races out of 76 starts. From 1938-1940 Sierra 
raced his stable in the United States, and from 
1941-1943 trained the leading stable in Cuba, the 
press release says. The records show he did win 
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races in Cuba with the Wise Counsellor gelding 
Pin Money and a mare named Very Much, by 
*Not Much—Doze On, by Dozer. He went to 
Mexico in 1943 during the second season at the 
Hipodromo and first trained for J. C. Altamirano, 

Other trainers at the Hipodromo who rank 
among the first 12 on the 1944 North American 
list are George Ellis, fourth with 68 winners; Joe 
L. Roberts, ninth with 57 winners; and Harry 
Potter and L. W. Marks, tied in eleventh place 
with 51 winners.

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TURF TOPICS

ONDON, December 30.—Some surprise, which 

need not be interpreted as envy, has been oc- 
casioned in racing circles here by the cabled news 
from Washington relating to the vast crowds 
which have visited race tracks in U. S. A. dur- 
ing the past year. If the messages have been in- 
terpreted correctly, the figure for the year has 
been 18 millions. This, of course, concerns a 
country with an approximate population of 132,- 
000,000 (1940 register) compared with our 40,- 
000,000 figure for England and Wales. [Betting 
in the United States in 1944 totaled more than 
$1,191,000,000, or £295,000,000.—Eb. ] 

Even so, it would appear that the figure has 
created some surprise in your own country, and 
we are naturally anxious to learn how the tracks 
in your various States will react to the request of 
Mr. Byrnes to close down. Some publicity has 
also been given in the technical papers to the (to 
English eyes) fantastic tote returns and prize 
money distributed in U. S. A. during the past 
year. 

As you are aware, there has been no such wave 
of prosperity in this country. The number of 
people who have bought race cards during the 
season is something under 600,000, and this to us 
seems to have indicated good attendances, consid- 
ering the restricted number of meetings which 
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have been held. We have had 68 days of racing 
altogether during 1944 (April 10 to November 
4), with a total of 556 races. There were 1,623 
runners, fields averaging 13 per race. Prize 
money amounted to £275,280. Corresponding fig- 
ures for the last normal year (1938) were: 4,243 
runners in 1,984 races for £760,031 in stakes. 
The figures exclude Eire. 


No good purpose would be served by attempting 
to compare the systems of racing in the two coun- 
tries. So long as our totalizator remains as a 
sort of adjunct to the betting system we cannot 
expect to draw a revenue from it sufficient to 
rank as a serious contribution to the various race 
funds. In the year 1938, for example—I think 
that was its best year—the machine provided only 
£111,548 in grants to the various race courses, 
etc., based on a 15 per cent deduction from losing 
stakes. There were further grants which brought 
the total distributed to £175,000, but I need not 
emphasize the failure of the organization to find 
real money, that is to say, money comparable with 
the huge sums passing through the bookmakers’ 
hands. 

We have managed for the last 200 years or so 
to conduct our sport on non-commercial lines and 
it is likely that we shall continue to do so for 
some years to come yet. There appear to be suf- 
ficient owners at present who are willing to race 
on the existing terms and they will no doubt see 
things through for another year or so. One can- 
not, however, avoid the feeling that the small 
owner class, when we get down to brass tacks and 
leave behind us the unreal world in which we are 
living, will press for bigger stakes or go out of 
racing. By that time, perhaps, our racing finance 
will be based on more rational foundations, so

Classic Prospects 


R. A. FAWCETT, the retiring handicapper to 
the Jockey Club, has compiled the weights for 
the 2- and 3-year-olds of 1944. [The leading 
horses in the English Free Handicap were listed 
BLoop-HorsE of last week, page 120.— 
Paper Weight, Chamossaire, and High Peak 
are the most likely propositions for the 1945 
Derby. Sun Stream is probably the best of the 
classic fillies. Rockefella, if all goes well with 
him, should make a grand 4-year-old among what 
promises to be a fairly good lot. 

The classic races for 1945 are to be run as they 
closed in 1943. This is the first of the war years 
in which the original entries and races have not 
been canceled; we have, thus far, had substitute 
races for which fresh sets of entries had to be 
made. There has already been one forfeit stage 
for each of the classic races but, as far as may be 
judged, all the best 2-year-olds of 1944 have been 
left in.

Tankie Very Much 


Had not Henry M. Knight been visiting on the 
backstretch at Churchill Downs one chill spring 
morning in 1938, William Helis would not today 
have Rick’s Raft, Walden winner and a good 
3-year-old prospect. Knight happened to be on 
the spot when Tankie, dam of Rick’s Raft, then a 
race mare, broke her leg in a workout. 

Her trainer had two alternatives, to destroy her 
or give her away. The master of Almahurst 
Farm thought she had a chance to be saved and 
urged the trainer not to have the veterinarian de- 
stroy her. The harried trainer replied, “Mister, 
if you want her you can have her.” So, though 
Knight had all the broodmares he needed he had 
her sent to his farm where with care and the skill 
of the vet her broken limb mended. 

She entered the broodmare ranks at Almahurst 
and after a couple of seasons was bred to Peace 
Chance, “because,” Knight said, “he sires good- 
looking horses and you get good prices for good- 
looking horses.”

Blue Wing 


OL. PHIL T. CHINN last week came up with 

a request for some data on Blue Wing to go 
with a picture which had recently come into pos- 
session of his daughter. There is a very amusing 
story concerning Blue Wing which is recalled by 
the older horsemen of the Blue Grass, and the 
same horse was the principal of one of the anec- 
dotes which Col. Matt J. Winn tells in his recent 
book Down the Stretch. 

Blue Wing was a bay son of *Billet out of Mun- 
dane, by Lexington. _He was bred by W. S. 
Barnes, of Lexington, and foaled at his Melbourne 
Stud in 1883. As a 2-year-old in 1885 Blue Wing 
was started 13 times, winning the Runnymede 
Stakes at Louisville and the Mechanics’ Stakes at 
St. Louis. He was second to Ban Fox in the 
Horse Traders Stakes at St. Louis, third to Bank- 
rupt in the Alexander Stakes at Lexington, and 
third to Santa Anita Belle in the St. Louis Fair 
Directors Stakes at St. Louis. 

Blue Wing was kept in Lexington for winter 
training between his 2- and 3-year-old campaigns. 
As the 1886 racing season approached, his work- 
outs at the Kentucky Association track stamped 
him as the best colt at Lexington, according to 
Turf, Field and Farm. In April, Blue Wing 
worked 14 miles over the Lexington track in 
2:12%, which was the “best move in years” in 
the words of the Turf paper’s local correspondent. 

The Melbourne Stable’s colt was engaged in the 
Phoenix Stakes at Lexington’s spring meeting, 
and for a while it appeared likely that the race 
would be called off because there was no opposi- 
tion for Blue Wing. J. and J. Swigert, who had 
turned out their Grimaldi after he had raced suc- 
cessfully in the South, were persuaded to bring 
the son of *Lisbon in from the country for the 
Phoenix. The Swigert colt won by three lengths, 
with P. Corrigan’s Free Knight another ten 
lengths in front of Blue Wing. 

Colonel Winn, who at that time was a travel- 
ing salesman for a wholesale grocery house in 
Louisville, recalls in his book that he had heard a 
lot about Blue Wing’s workouts while in Lexing- 
ton and made up his mind to back the Barnes 
colt in the Kentucky Derby, which was Blue 
Wing’s next start. “Those in my party found it 
impossible to purchase Blue Wing in the pool on 
the Derby,” says Colonel Winn, ‘and on the 
recommendation of the superintendent of the bet- 
ting at Louisville we bet in the new mutuels, 
placing our money on Blue Wing to place.” 

J. B. Haggin’s Ben Ali finished a length to the 
good over Blue Wing, and the Colonel and his 
friends realized more from their place wager in 
the mutuels than they would have received had 
they been able to buy a winning pool on Blue 
Wing in the event he had won. 

Haggin offered a handsome price for Blue 
Wing after the Derby, but the offer was refused. 
The following week the Barnes colt won the Clark 
Stakes at Louisville at a mile and a quarter.

In all Blue Wing 
started 19 times at three. 

As a 4-, 5-, and 6-year-old Blue Wing started 
eight times for Capt. S. S. Brown. At four, he 
won a Special Sweepstakes at Memphis and was 
later second in the Brooklyn Handicap, beaten a 
head by Dry Monopole. Blue Wing won his first 
start at five, at Brooklyn, and placed in two of 
his other three starts. Blue Wing was second in 
one of his two starts at six. He did not race at 
seven, and made only one start at eight in the 
colors of Offutt and Walker. 


Matt Winn's Story 


OWN THE STRETCH (Smith and Durrell, 

$10) is an interesting volume of Colonel 
Winn’s recollections as told to Frank Menke, who 
has been associated with the Colonel for many 
years as the Kentucky Derby’s publicity man. 
Included in the volume is a very interesting de- 
scription of Louisville three-quarters of a century 
ago. 

The head of Churchill Downs tells of his ex- 
periences as a salesman for a wholesale grocery 
firm, traveling through central and eastern Ken- 
tucky, of his operation of a tailoring shop in 
Louisville, and how he was induced to become in- 
terested in the active management of the Louis- 
ville race track. He pictures Churchill Downs as 
he knew it prior to the autumn of 1902 when the 
late Charles Price dropped into his office and 
suggested that he buy the race track property. 

Other chapters of Down The Stretch are devot- 
ed to such recollections as the wars between the 
Western Turf Association and the American Turf 
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Association, the latter formed shortly after Winn 
took over Churchill Downs, the war between the 
Empire City track and The Jockey Club, Colonel 
Winn’s experiences in the operation of Juarez 
where he struck up an extremely advantageous 
friendship with Pancho Villa, his later “mining 
excursions” with such associates as Price Mc- 
Kinney, Jim Corrigan, Mars Cassidy, and Harry 
Stevens, founder of the firm which today serves 
so many race tracks and baseball parks. 

Another chapter is devoted to match races and 
famous plungers, and in his chapter on “Greatest 
Thoroughbreds” Colonel Winn calls Exterminator 
the “greatest all-around American Thoroughbred 
I ever saw.” During the almost half a century 
which Colonel Winn has been actively engaged in 
directing race tracks he naturally has become 
personally associated with many of the best 
known men in and out of racing in America. His 
book is made more interesting by his recalling 
something of many of them.

Blood of Martian 


ELLINGTON, N. Z.—Memories of that 

grand horse Martian were freshened by the 
success of Kevin in the New Zealand Cup at 
Riccarton recently. Martian claims a great rec- 
ord in the New Zealand Cup, as six of his pro- 
geny have won the event. Now, the blood has 
been brought to the surface again as Martarma, 
which won the Great Northern Derby in 1928 
and is one of Martian’s good staying sons, sired 
the 1944 winner of the two-mile contest. 

Kevin’s dam, Taraheke, is by Paladin from 
imported Flower of the West, by Arizona—Wise 
Flower, by Wisdom. Thus he is a brother to 
Martara which was sold to go to India, where he 
won, among other races, the Macpherson Cup at 
Caleutta. Purchased as a yearling at the Na- 
tional Sales for 375 guineas by Mr. R. J. Mur- 
phy, of Wellington, Kevin took some little time 
to make good, although he early showed possi- 
bilities as a stayer. Further, he suffered from 
foot trouble, but at Riccarton in August he had 
brought himself under notice as a possibility for 
the New Zealand Cup when he won the Islington 
Handicap, 1%4 miles. 

Kevin’s owner has been one of fortune’s favor- 
ites where his racing activities are concerned. He 
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entered the game in 1927 when he purchased a 
yearling colt by Kilbroney from the Demosthenes 
mare, Oratress, herself a winner of the New Zea- 
land Cup in 1920. To settle the opposition Mr. 
Murphy’s agent had to go to 800 guineas, and 
before the colt was ready to win, Mr. Murphy se- 
cured from her owner-breeder an elder sister, 
Oratrix. Both horses were to prove good win- 
ners, and on returning from a visit to Australia, 
Oratrix followed in the footsteps of her dam by 
winning the New Zealand Cup in 1928. Classic 
honors were to come to the younger brother. 
Named Concentrate, he won the New Zealand St. 
Leger Stakes and the Great Northern St. Leger, 
each being 1% miles. Later, Concentrate won 
the Auckland Cup and Wellington Cup. Actually, 
Concentrate became a regular tripper to Aus- 
tralia, and but for breaking down in the race he 
might well have won the Melbourne Cup. As it 
was, he finished on three legs in third place. He 
clashed with the mighty *Phar Lap as a 5-year- 
old in Australia, and was beaten by Nightmarch 
in both the New Zealand and Canterbury Cups, 
this Night Raid horse having won the Melbourne 
Cup in the preceding November. 

Another equine to win fame for Mr. Murphy 
was Cuddle, a daughter of the Martian mare 
Caress and by imported Psychology (by Tracery). 
As a juvenile, Cuddle threatened to be a doubtful 
racing proposition by reason of her uncertain 
joints. Yet, she ranked among the best of her 
day. She was twice winner of the Auckland 
Cup, a New Zealand Cup, King’s Plate, Clifford 
Plate, and a host of minor handicaps. She also 
went campaigning in Australia with a good deal 
of success, and in all won some £12,000, of which 
£5,000 was forthcoming in Australia. Mr. Mur- 
phy is now racing two of her progeny, a 5-year-

Surveyor), and a 3-year-old by *Beau Pere, 
now standing in America. Gamble was a good 
winner last season, and he looks like making his 
way to top handicap company. 

On the other hand, Beau Cheval, a son of *Beau 
Pere, has proved something of an uncertain qual- 
ity. After he failed in the New Zealand Derby, 
it was decided to geld him. However, a week 
later he surprised the majority of form students 
by winning the Members’ Handicap, 7 furlongs, 
in spectacular fashion. 


Derby and Oaks Winners 


HE Derby success of Pensacola furnished a 
reminder of the loss the Dominion suffered 
when Golden Eagle died in his first season in the 
stud in this country. He was by the great Pha- 
laris horse Fairway, from Amyril, the dam being 
a product of Psychology (son of Tracery) and 
Amyrin, by Benzonian—Amyris, by Gold Reef, 
from the Australian mare Balm, which was by 
the Melbourne Cup winner Dunlop. It was in 
the last stride or two that Pensacola got up to 
beat Golden Souvenir, a half-brother (by Bang 
Bian, a horse bred in France by Massine from 
the Tracery mare, Forest Track) to Kindergar- 
ten, our star of the racing world in recent years. 
On the second day, Pensacola beat the older 
horses in the Canterbury Cup, a weight-for-age 
race over a mile and a half, but his task was made 
all the easier by the rider of Glenfalloch, one of 
our best handicappers, delaying his run until too 
late. Incidentally, Kindergarten, which had been 
due to contest the Canterbury Cup, could not ful- 
fill his engagement, and the future does not look 
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bright for the champion. Further, Golden Sou- 
venir, which races in the same interests, was also 
a compulsory absentee. 

There was a surprising result in the New Zea- 
land Oaks Stakes, the “ladies’ classic” presented 
by the Canterbury Jockey Club. A change in the 
weather found a heavy track on the second day 
at Ricearton, and Miss Medley, which was a maid- 
en performer when she went to the post, won 
quite definitely. This filly is by the Phalaris 
horse Salmagundi, which has left many good win- 
ter performers in the far south, and she traces to 
Trebelli II through Toti dal Monte, a Gay Lad 
mare which produced Rebel Song, winner of 
Great Autumn Handicap as a 3-year-old. 

Trebelli II was a daughter of Dramatica, a St. 
Simon mare. Strangely enough, W. J. Brough- 
ton, our leading horseman, was to have ridden 
Bridge Acre, a filly by Foxbridge (imp.), which 
had earlier won the Wellington Guineas, and was 
the only filly to oppose the colts in the New Zea- 
land Derby. After experiencing a very bad run, 
Bridge Acre came home solidly for third, a head 
and a neck away, but a leg injury she had suf- 
fered previously prevented her fulfilling the en- 
gagement against her own sex.

‘ELBOURNE, November 20. — Everything 
comes to him who waits was the main line 
of a U. S. song of the last war, and it applied to 
that game and unlucky stayer Peter when he 
overcame almost insurmountable difficulties to 
atone for his Melbourne Cup second by winning 
the Williamstown Cup of £2,500 at Flemington on 
Saturday, November 18. Last at the half-mile, 
he simply flew home to win running away from 
that good mare Claudette, with Huntingdale 
(fifth in the Melbourne Cup) in third place. 

Melbourne Cup form worked out rather well in 
the Williamstown Cup. Peter improved on his 
second by winning a week later, while Claudette 
(fourth to Sirius) was second to Peter. There 
was a flaw in the form in one respect. Cellini was 
third to Sirius and Peter in the Melbourne Cup 
and ran last in the Williamstown Cup, but it 
transpires that he broke down—the Melbourne 
Cup hoodoo had claimed another victim. 

By hoodoo I mean that there is a popular belief 
in this country that winners or placed horses in 
our greatest race seldom do any good afterwards 
and it is true that many a winner of the two- 
miler never scored again, and others met untimely 
ends. The last I heard of that great stayer 
Trivalve (he was by Cyklon and won the Mel-

prizes at race meetings in the desert country in 
the Northern Territory. It is a great shame that 
noble horses are permitted to descend to such low- 
ly levels. Trivalve was 17 years of age when rac- 
ing in the desert. 

However, to return to the Williamstown Cup. 
Peter suffered no harm from his hard and un- 
lucky run in the Melbourne Cup, which I will al- 
ways maintain should have been won by this son 
of Peter Pan (dual Melbourne Cup winner) 
rather than the actual winner, Sirius, son of im- 
ported Enfield. 

Peter was always favorite for the Williams- 
town Cup, which attracted a record crowd and a 
club record tote aggregate of £162,000. A horse 
named Clayton spread the field right out in the 
early stages by clearing off with a lead of twenty 
lengths, but the field had closed up at the five fur- 
longs with Peter, however, still fifteen lengths 
behind the leaders. 

Badger, on Claudette, then did what Munro 
did on Sirius in the Melbourne Cup. Entering the 
straight Badger shot Claudette away with what 
seemed an almost unbeatable lead, but Peter then 
put in long strides just as his sire used to do and 
he soon smothered Claudette to win as he liked. 
As he ran the 13 furlongs in 2:43% it will be seen 
that there was no loafing on the way and it was 
a truly run race for a stayer. This time equals 
the record for Flemington. 

Peter was sold last year for only 240 guineas 
to Mrs. Dan Reddan, of Melbourne, and for her 
he has already won £6,000 in stakes. He is trained 
by Walter O’Dwyer, one of the younger school, 
and he is by Peter Pan (son of defunct Pantheon) 
from Sequoia, a Heroic mare who has given the 
Turf several good winners. Sequoia never won a 
race and left the Turf when a 3-year-old. 

In winning the Rawdon Stakes on November 
18 Destination proved himself the best of the 2- 
year-old colts of the spring season in Melbourne. 
He was an even better bargain than Peter. This 
colt is trained by Peter Fergus who bought his 
dam, Lady Ormsby (by Stardrift), with Destina- 
tion at foot for 95 guineas. Destination has now 
won three races and looks like winning a lot more.

Back to Mexico 


Gay Dalton, winner of the 1944 running of the 
125,000 added pesos Handicap de las Americas, 
has been nominated for the 1945 renewal of the 
Hipodromo’s richest race. Along with ten horses 
belonging to Charles S. Howard, the 5-year-old 
son of American Flag—Traumerette, by *Trau- 
mer, is to be shipped to Mexico City from Santa 
Anita Park by Trainer M. M. (Buster) Millerick 
as soon as transportation is available. 

Last year Gay Dalton won six races, including 
five stakes, at the Hipodromo while being trained 
by the late Capt. Patrick Irving O’Hay, who took 
the horse to Mexico City from his home in Taos, 
New Mex., for his neighbors Dalton Denton and 
Gaylord Burt. Captain O’Hay returned Gay Dal- 
ton to New Mexico after the horse won the Han- 
dicap de las Americas, and was planning to race 
him again this winter when he became ill and 
died. On his death Mrs. O’Hay succeeded her 
husband as a partner in the “Gay Dalton firm,” 
and the horse was sent to California for partici- 
pation in the scheduled stakes program at Holly- 
wood Park and Santa Anita. Under the care of 


Mr. Millerick, the horse made his first U. S. start 
at the Hollywood Park meeting, and won easily.

Bull Reigh Retiring 


ISS CARLOTTA JELM, young Hollywood 

movie actress who is also one of the youngest 
Thoroughbred owners, has purchased a 40-acre 
ranch at Chino, San Bernadino County, Califor- 
nia, where she plans to retire her stakes-winning 
horse Bull Reigh to the stud. A 7-year-old son 
of *Bull Dog—Risque Reigh, by Reigh Count, 
Bull Reigh concluded his Turf career by running 
second to Happy Issue in the Hollywood Gold Cup 
and bringing his total earnings to $94,270. Al- 
together he started 99 times, won 29 races, finish- 
ed second 20 times, and third six times. 

Bred by Mrs. John D. Hertz, Bull Reigh was 
foaled at Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky., and as a yearling was sold to Anthony 
Pelleteri for $1,100 in a paddock sale at Belmont 
Park. In Mrs. Pelleteri’s colors he won four 
races out of six starts at two, and as a 3-year-old 
he won the San Felipe Stakes and was second in 
the Santa Anita Derby. At four he raced part 
of the season for Mrs. Pelleteri, changed hands a 
few times, and finally became the property of 
Harold C. Clark’s Louisiana Farm stable. Dur- 
ing that year he ran third in the De Soto and 
Jamaica Handicaps. In 1943 Bull Reigh raced 
most of the season for Mr. Clark’s stable until 
he was sold in the late summer to Miss Jelm, for 
whom he made his first start in the fall at Bay 
Meadows. During 1943 Bull Reigh won 15 races, 
the largest number for any horse that year, in- 
cluding the San Francisco County and San Jose 
Handicaps. In the latter stakes the horse equal- 
ed Top Row’s world record of 1:42 for 1%g6 miles, 
which had also been established at Bay Meadows. 

In 1944 Bull Reigh won the Memorial Day Han- 
dicap at Bay Meadows, running the 16 miles 
a fifth of a second slower than his own and Top 
Row’s world record. Also during the spring 
meeting at the West Coast course he ran second 
in the Invasion, Hayward, Vallejo, and Santa 
Clara Handicaps. After the stable was shipped 
east he was second to Devil Diver in both the 
American Legion Handicap and the Wilson 
Stakes at the Saratoga meeting. After the run- 
ning of the Wilson, the horse was sent to Narra- 
gansett Park, where he showed signs of unsound- 
ness. On the advice of her trainer, Hack Ross, 
Miss Jelm decided last fall to place the horse in 
the stud at Northridge Farm, in Los Angeles 
County, California, but when the stable arrived 
in California for the Hollywood Park meeting, 
Bull Reigh appeared to be galloping more sound- 
ly. In his one start at the Inglewood course be- 
fore the running of the Gold Cup, Bull Reigh won 
a seven-furlong race by six lengths in very fast 
time. 

It is reported that about 15 mares have already 
been booked to Bull Réigh for the 1945 season, 
including William Le Baron’s_ stakes-winning 
California-bred mare Brown Jade, which is the 
dam of Jade Boy (by Sarada), voted the best 
California-bred 3-year-old of 1944 by Turf writ- 
ers on the West Coast. Jade Boy won the 1944 
California Derby at Bay Meadows and the Gold- 
en State Breeders’ Handicap at Hollywood Park.

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HORSES FROM THE SOUTH 


RGENTINE- and Chilean-bred horses, some 
of them good winners in Central America 
and South America, are expected to give a Pan- 
American touch to racing at the Hipodromo de 
las Americas before the season ends. Others from 
Brazil, Colombia, and Peru also may arrive at 
Mexico City for participation in the late stakes. 
*Limpido, a 5-year-old horse by the Alan 
Breck stallion Tresiete (sire of *Sorteado) out of 
Lay, by Gringuito, and *Huincahual, a 5-year- 
old horse by the Town Guard stallion Ipe out of 
Tarumba, by Val d’Or, are now at the Hipodromo, 
where they are being trained by E. V. Rodriguez 
for Owner J. C. Altamirano. Both have won 
races in Argentina, and according to the Hipod- 
romo publicity department, *Huincahual “raced 
against the best horses in Argentina, such as Full 
Speed, Peleador, and the mare Malby, considered 
the best handicap runner in the country.” Also, 
the press release states, *Huincahual scored 
“three important victories” on the courses of 
Buenos Aires and was unplaced in 14 starts at 
the Hipodromos Argentino, Rosario, and La Plata.

Leopoldo Sierra, leading 
trainer at the Hipodromo, will condition them for 
their purchaser, Carlos Gomez. 

Clarence Shockley, well known as a specialist 
in importing South American horses, has cabled 
the Hipodromo officials from Santiago, Chile, 
asking for three stalls. Mr. Shockley sent word 
he was leaving Chile on January 10 with a 5-year- 
old horse named Pastenaga, which is to run at 
the Hipodromo in the colors of Rafaela Aroncena, 
and Transvaal, a 4-year-old gelding purchased 
for his own account. He named both for the 
Handicap de las Americas, the Handicap Presi- 
dencial, and the Handicap Puebla.
